Following the court's ruling
Blancett was arraigned on the charge
of slaying Armour and entered a
plea of not guilty. The trial of the
case will start at 9 o'elock tomorrow
morning. No effort was made by
Blancett’s counsel to obtain a change
of venue to San Juan county, which
